Ottawa.—At a dinner given in Sir 
Arthur Currie’s honor at the Country} 
Club, Major-Gen. S. C. °° Mewburn,' 
Minister of Militia, announcéd 
the corps commander had been  ele- 
vated to the rank of full general for 
the whole of Canada, and made mili- 
tary councillor, a position that means 
he will be chief military advisor to 
the Minister of Militia. 

These. promotions have been 
proved by the cabinet council, on
